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AN  ACT 


To  establish  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  to  provide  for  the  control  and  suppression  of 
dangerous,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  domestic 
animals.  (Approved  May  21,  1895,  P.  L. , 91;  amended  by  Act 
of  April  1,  1905,  (P.  L.,  100.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  a Board  is  here- 
by established  to  be  known  as  “The  State  Li\estock 
Sanitary  Board.”  This  Board  shall  consist  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Secretary  of  Ag 
riculture,  the  State  Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  and 
the  State  Veterinarian  who  shall  be  a competent  and 
qualified  person  as  provided  in  the  act,  entitled  “An 
act  to  create  a Department  of  Agriculture  and  define 
its  duties.” 

♦Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  protect  the  health  of  the 
domestic  animals  of  the  State;  to  determine  and  em- 
ploy the  most  efficient  and  practical  means  for  the 
prevention,  suppression,  control  or  eradication  of 
dangerous,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  among 
the  domestic  animals;  and  for  these  purposes  it  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  conduct  scien- 
tific investigations  in  relation  to  the  causes,  nature 
and  prevention  of  diseases  of  animals;  to  establish, 
maintain,  enforce  and  regulate  such  quarantine  ami- 
other  measures  relating  to  the  movements  and  care 
of  animals  and  their  products,  the  disinfection  of  sus- 
pected localities  and  articles,  and  the  destruction  of 
animals,  as  it  may  deem  necessary;  and  to  adopt,  from 
time  to  time,  all  such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  act: 
Provided,  however.  In  the  case  of  any  slowly  conta- 
gious diseases  only  suspected  or  diseased  animals 
shall  be  quarantined. 

Section  3.  That  when  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
to  condemn  and  kill  any  animal  or  animals  to  prevent 
the  further  spread  of  disease,  and  an  agreement  can- 
not be  made  with  the  owners  for  the  value  thereof, 
three  appraisers  shall  be  appointed,  one  by  the  own- 
er, one  by  the  commission  or  its  authorized  agent,  and 
the  third  by  the  two  so  appointed,  who  shall,  under 
oath,  or  affirmation,  appraise  the  animal  or  animals, 
taking  into  consideration  their  actual  value  and  con- 
dition at  the  time  of  appraisement,  and  such  apprais- 
ed price  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
expenses  under  this  act  are  provided  for:  Provided, 
That  under  such  appraisement  not  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  shall  be  paid  for  any  infectdd  animal  of 
grade  or  common  stock,  and  not'  more  than  fifty  dol-

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lars  for  any  infected  animal  of  registered  stock,  nor 
more  than  forty  dollars  for  any  liorse  or  mule  of  com- 
mon grade  stock  and  not  to  exceed  fifty  per  cent,  of 
appraised  value  of  any  standard  bred,  registered  or 
imported  horses. 

Section  4.  That  the  Board  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  any  of  their  duly  authorized  agents  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  the  right  to  enter  any  premises,  farms, 
fields,  pens,  abattoirs,  slaughter-houses,  buildings,  cars 
or  vessels  where  any  domestic  animal  is  at  the  time 
quartered,  or  wherever  the  carcass  of  one  may  be,  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  it  in  any  way  that  may  be 
deemed  necessary  to  determine  whether  they  are  or 
were  the  subjects  of  any  contagious  or  infectious  dis- 
ease. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  or  persons  wilfully  vio- 
lating any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  regula- 
tion of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  wil- 
fully interfering  with  officers  appointed  under  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misdemeanor  and  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceed- 
ing one  month  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  6.  That  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
is  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  and  employ  such  as- 
sistants and  agents  and  to  purchase  such  supplies  and 
materials  as  may*  be  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act;  and  the  Board  and  the  members 
thereof  are  hereby  empowered  to  administer  oaths 
or  affirmations  to  the  appraisers  appointed  under  this 
act.  that  they  may  order  and  conduct  such  examina- 
tions into  the  condition  of  the  live  stock  of  the  State 
in  relation  to  contagious  diseases,  including  the  milk 
supplies  of  cities,  towns,  boroughs  and  villages,  as 
may  seem  necessary,  and  to  take  proper  measures 
to  protect  such  milk  supplies  from  contamination. 

Section  7.  That  all  necessary  expenses  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall,  after  approval  in  writing 
by  the  Governor  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  be 
paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Auditor  General,  in  the  manner  now  provided  byT  law. 

Section  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  June  first, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  all 
acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  here- 
by repealed. 
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AN  ACT 

To  protect  the  health  of  the  domestic  animals  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania.  (Approved  May  26,  1897,  P.  L..,  99; 
amended  by  Act  of  April  5,  1905,  P.  L.,  106.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  importa- 
tion of  dairy  cows  and  neat  cattle  for  breeding  pur- 
poses into  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  here- 
by prohibited,  excepting  when  such  cows  and  neat  cat- 
tle are  accompanied  by  a certificate  from  an  inspector, 
whose  competency  and  reliability  are  certified  to  by 
the  authorities  charged  with  the  control  of  the  dis- 
eases of  domestic  animals  in  the  State  from  whence 
the  cattle  came,  certifying  that  they  have  been  exam- 
ined and  subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test  and  are  free 
from  disease. 

Section  2.  That  in  lieu  of  an  inspection  certificate 
as  above  required,  the  cattle  may  be  detained  at  suit- 
able stock-yards  nearest  to  the  State  line  on  the  rail- 
road over  which  they  are  shipped,  and  there  examined 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  or  cattle  as  above  speci- 
fied from  points  outside  of  the  State  may,  under  such 
restrictions  as  may  be  provided  by  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board,  be  shipped  in  quarantine  to  their 
destination  in  Pennsylvania,  there  to  remain  in  quar- 
antine until  properly  examined  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner,  and  released  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board. 

Section  3.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  prohibit  the  im- 
portation of  domestic  animals  into  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  whenever  in  their  judgment  such 
measures  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  protection 
of  the  health  of  the  domestic  animals  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  to  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  such  traffic  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  required. 

^'Section  4.  That  if  any  person,  firm  or  corporate 
body  shall,  by  himself,  herself  or  themselves,  or  by 
his,  her,  their  or  its  agents  or  servants,  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  every  such  person,  firm 
or  corporate  body,  and  his,  her,  their  or  its  agents  or 
servant,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
which  shall  be  recoverable,  with  costs,  by  any  per- 
son suing  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  debts 
of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable;  and  justices  of 
the  peace  and  aldermen,  throughout  this  Common- 
wealth, shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine 
all  actions  for  the  recovery  of  said  penalties:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  either  or  both  parties  shall  have 
the  right  to  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  proper  county,  as  provided  by  existing  laws  in

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suit  for  the  recovery  of  penalties.  In  addition  to 
the  above  penalty,  every  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
and  every  officer,  agent,  servant  and  employe  of  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a mis- 
demeanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  any  court 
of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  county, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  the-  costs  and  a fine  of  not 
less  than  fifty  dollars,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  for  each  and  every  offense,  or  be  imprisoned 
for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days, 
or  both,  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  In 
all  prosecutions  for  a misdemeanor,  under  this  sec- 
tion, the  magistrate  before  whom  the  complaint  is 
made  shall  have  authority,  in  case  the  defendant  ad- 
mits the  commission  of  the  offense  or  requests  the 
magistrate  to  hear  and  determine  the  complaint,  to 
impose  and  receive  the  costs  and  fine,  as  provided 
herein.  All  penalties,  fines  and  costs  recovered  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  or  to  an  authorized  -agent  of  the  said 
Board,  and  by  him  be  immediately  covered  into  the 
State  Treasury. 

Section  5.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  is 
hereby  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  act,  and 
is  authorized  to  see  that  its  provisions  are  obeyed, 
and  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  its  enforce- 
ment. 

Section  6.  That  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  Jan- 
uary first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight. 


AN  ACT 

To  protect  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  from  injuries 
arising'  from  mad  dogs  running  at  large.  (Approved  April  1, 
1834,  P.  L,.,  161.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  if  any  inhabi- 
tant of  this  Commonwealth  shall  make  complaint, 
under  oath,  to  any  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  coun- 
ty in  which  he  resides,  that  any  dog  owned  by  a citi- 
zen of  said  county  is  mad,  or  has  been  bitten  by  or 
been  fighting  with  a dog  that  is  mad,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  said  justice  to  give  notice  to  the  owner  to 
appear  forthwith,  for  the  hearing  of  the  said  com- 
plaint, upon  which  hearing,  if  the  justice  shall  be  sat- 
isfied that  the  said  dog  is  mad,  or  that  he  has  been 
bitten  by  or  been  fighting  with  a mad  dog,  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  make  an  order  that  the  said  dog  be  kill- 
ed; and  if  the  owner  of  said  dog  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
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to  put  him  to  death  immediately,  or  employ  some  one 
to  kill  him,  he  shall  pay  all  legal  costs  accruing  in  con- 
sequence of  his  refusal  or  neglect;  and  in  such  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  to  issue  an  order  to 
any  constable  of  the  county  who  may  be  most  conve- 
nient, directing  him  forthwith  to  put  the  said  dog  to 
death,  and  who  shall  execute  the  same  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars;  and  if  no  constable  can  be  had 
conveniently  to  execute  the  said  order,  then  he  may 
direct  the  order  to  any  other  inhabitant  of  the  county 
whom  he  may  designate,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under 
the  like  penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  execute  the  said 
order. 


AN  ACT 

Regulating  boroughs.  (Approved  April  3,  1851,  P.  L. , 320.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  every  borough 
within  this  Commonwealth  that  hereafter  may  be  in- 
corporated by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  by 
, the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  any  county  shall 
have  power:  * * * 

Section  2.  The  powers  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  the  corporate  officers  designated  in  the  char- 
ter, they  shall  have  power:*  * * 

X.  To  authorize  and  direct  the  killing  of  dogs  run- 
ning at  large,  contrary  to  the  regulations  of  the  bor- 
ough. * * * 


AN  ACT 

For  the  taxation  of  dogs  and  the  protection  of  sheep.  (Ap- 
proved May  25,  1893,  P.  L. , 136.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc-..  That  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  there  shall  be  assessed,  levied 
and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  other 
taxes  are  now  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  annually 
in  each  of  the  townships,  boroughs  and  cities  of  this 
Commonwealth,  from  the  owners  or  keepers  of  dogs, 
taxes  to  the  following  amount  namely:  For  each 

male  dog,  a sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  commis- 
sioners of  their  respective  counties,  and  councilmen 
of  their  respective  cities,  of  not  more  than  two  dol- 
lars, and  for  each  female  dog,  a sum  of  not  more  than 
four  dollars,  excepting  such  female  dog  be  spayed,  in 
which  case  the  amount  of  tax  so  levied  and  collected 
slrall  be  equal  to  that  upon  male  dogs  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or 
city  in  which  the  same  is  collected  to  be  kept  by  him 
separate  and  apart  from  other  taxes,  the  same  to  be 
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Assessors  shall 
make  return  of 
the  number  of 
dogs  and  names 
of  owners.

a fund  from  which  persons  sustaining  loss  or  damage 
to  sheep  by  a dog  or  dogs,  and  the  necessary  costs 
therefore  may  be  indemnified  as  hereinafter  provided: 
Provided  further,  That  no  dogs  shall  be  assessed  until 
they  arrive  at  the  age  of  four  months. 

Section  2.  The  assessors  in  each  township,  bor- 
ough and  city,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  levying  and 
collecting  such  taxes,  annually,  at  the  time  of  assess- 
ing other  taxable  property  within  the  respective  town- 
ships, boroughs  and  cities,,  ascertain  and  return  to  the 
county  commissioners  of  their  county,  and  council- 
men  of  their  respective  cities,  a true  statement  of  all 
the  dogs  in  their  townships,  boroughs  and  cities,  res- 
pectively, the  names  of  the  persons  owning  or  keeping 
such  dogs  and  how  many  of  each  sex  is  owned  or  kept 
by- each  person  and  how  many  of  such  female  dogs  so 
owned  or  kept  are  spayed,  such  commissioners  in  each 
county,  and  councilmen  of  their  respective  cities,  shall 
annually  levy  a tax  upon  each  dog  so  returned  and 
within  the  discretion  so  given  to  such  commissioners 
and  councilmen  to  such  an  amount  as  will  in  their 
judgment  create  a sufficient  fund  from  which  all  loss 
or  damage  caused  to  sheep  within  the  respective 
counties,  or  cities,  by  dog,  or  dogs,  during  each  current 
year  may  be  paid,  together  with  all  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  adjustment  of  claims  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

Section  3.  That  whenever  any  person  shall  sus- 
tain any  loss  or  damage  to  sheep  by  a dog^,  or  dogs, 
in  any  township,  borough  or  city,  such  person,  his  or 
her  agent  or  attorney  may  complain  to  any  justice 
of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  alderman  of  such  township, 
borough  or  city,  in  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  person 
making  such  complaint,  stating  therein  when,  where 
and  how.  such  damage  was  done  and  bv  whose  dog 
or  dogs,  if  known,  whereupon  the  justice  of  the  peace, 
magistrate  or  alderman,  to  whom  such  complaint, 
shall  be  made,  shall  notify  the  township,  borough  or 
city  auditors,  or  controllers,  of  such  claim,  and  such 
township,  borough  or  city  auditors  shall  at  once  ex- 
amine the  place  where  the  alleged  loss  or  damage 
was  sustained  and  the  sheep  injured  or  killed,  if  prac- 
ticable, and  they  shall  examine  under  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  be  administered  by  one  of  them,  any  witness 
called  before  them  by  subpoena  which  the  said  audi- 
tors are  hereby  authorized  to  issue,  and  after  making 
diligent  inquiry  in  relation  to  such  claim,  shall  deter- 
mine and  report  to  such  justice,  magistrate  or  aider- 
man  in  writing,  whether  any  such  damage  has  been 
sustained  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  who  was  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  such  deg  or  dogs,  if  known,  by 
which  such  damage  was  done,  and  if  the  dog  or  dogs 
are  destroyed  that  cause  the  damage,  if  known,  then 
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the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  or  dogs  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  further  claim.  Such  report  so  made  shall 
be  signed  by  a majority  of  the  auditors  and  delivered 
to  the  justice,  magistrate  or  alderman,  before  whom 
such  claim  has  been  made:  Provided,  That  any  owner 
of  dog  or  dogs  refusing  to  kill  his  dog  or  dogs,  after 
having  received  due  notice  from  the  constable  or  po- 
lice through  the  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or 
alderman  before  whom  such  claim  has  been  made  of 
the  damage  done  by  his  dog  or  dogs,  shall  be  liable  for 
all  damage  and  cost  of  the  same. 

Section  4.  That  upon  receiving  such  report  the 
said  justice,  magistrate  or  alderman,  shall  immediate- 
ly make  a certificate  thereto,  signed  and  sealed  by 
him,  that  such  appraisement  was  regularly  and  duly 
made  by  such  auditors  or  controllers,  and  if  by  such 
report  it  appears  that  any  damage  has  been  sustained 
by  such  complainant,  the  said  justice,  magistrate  or 
alderman,  shall  deliver  such  report  and  all  papers  re- 
lating to  the  case  to  such  claimant,  his  or  her  agent 
or  attorney,  upon  payment  of  the  costs  up  to  that  time 
hereinafter  provided  to  be  delivered  to  the  county 
commissioners  or  councilmen  of  cities  where  such 
damage  has  been  sustained  to  be  filed  in  their  office. 

Section  o.  That  upon  the  commissioners  of  the 
county  and  councilmen  of  cities  receiving  such  report, 
if  it  shall  appear  thereby  that  a certain  amount  of 
damage  has  been  sustained  by  the  claimant  to  sheep 
by  a dog  or  dogs,  they  shall  immediately  draw  their 
order  on  the  treasurer  of  such  county  or  city  in  favor 
of  the  claimant  for  the  amount  of  loss  or  damage  such 
claimant  has  sustained  according  to  such  report,  with 
neeesisary  and  proper  costs  incurred  as  aforesaid,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  fund  raised  or  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
on  dogs  as  hereinbefore  provided:  Provided  further. 
That  no  person  shall  receive  an  order  for  any  claim 
until  he  or  she  has  been  qualified  according  to  law 
before  said  justice  of  the  peace,  magistrate  or  aider- 
man,  before  whom  claim  was  made  that  due  diligence 
was  made  to  ascertain  whose  dog  or  dogs  did  such 
damage. 

Section  6.  If,  in  the  report  of  the  auditors  or  con- 
trollers made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion three,  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any 
dog  or  dogs  having  caused  loss  or  damage  to  sheep 
shall  be  definitely  and  conclusively  shown,  who  have 
not  complied  with  section  three  of  this  act,  then  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  or  city 
councilmen  to  notify  such  owner  or  keeper  immediate- 
ly to  kill  said  dog  or  dogs,  and  upon  failure  of  such 
owner  or  keeper  to  comply  with  such  order  within  a 
period  of  ten  days,  then  it  shall  become  the  duty  of

the  constable  or  police  of  the  respective  township, 
borough  or  city,  in  which  said  dog  or  dogs  are  kept, 
upon  notice  from  said  commissioners  to  kill  the  said 
dog  or  dogs,  for  which  service  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  dollar  for  each  dog  so  killed,  to  he  paid  out  of 
the  county  or  city  fund  that  is  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  loss  or  damage  to  sheep,  upon  a certified 
statement  that  such  dog  or  dogs  were  killed  by  him 
to  the  commissioners  or  councilmen  who  shall  issue 
such  order  on  the  treasurer  of  the  county  or  city,  un- 
less payment  has  been  made  by  the  owner  or  keeper 
of  dog  or  dogs  causing  such  damage  as  provided  for 
in  section  three. 

Section  7.  That  all  dogs  in  this  Commonwealth 
shall  hereafter  be  personal  property  and  subjects  of 
larceny,  and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  shall  be 
liable  to  the  county  commissioners  or  the  councilmen 
for  all  loss  or  damage  to  sheep  by  such  dog,  with  all 
necessary  costs  incurred  in  recovering  and  collecting 
such  damages,  unless  the  foregoing  provisions  are 
complied  with. 

Section  8.  That  justices  of  the  peace,  magistrates 
or  aldermen,  for  the  special  service  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  for 
each  case,  and  the  auditors  or  controllers,  each  one 
dollar  per  day  for  the  time  necessarily  spent  by  them 
in  investigating  each  claim,  to  be  paid  by  the  claimant 
in  each  case:  Provided,  That  in  all  cases  where  dam- 
ages are  awarded  the  fees  paid  by  claimants  shall  be 
included  in  the  amount  of  such  damages. 

Section  9.  That  at  the  end  of  each  year  if  any  such 
treasurer  shall  have  in  his  hands  moneys  collected  for 
the  payment  of  claims  as  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  after  the  payment  of 
all  such  claims,  he  shall  immediately  pay  the  same 
into  the  county  or  city  fund  to  be  used  for  county  or 
city  purposes. 

Section  10.  All  acts  or  supplements  of  acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  re-

A SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the  taxation  of  dogs  and  the 
protection  of  sheep,”  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
providing  that  the  fund  raised  by  the  taxation  of  dogs  he 
applied,  in  addition  to  the  loss  of  sheep,  for  the  loss  of  other 
domestic  animals  bitten  by  mad  dogs.  (Approved  April  11, 
1901,  P.  L.,  73.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  fund  raised 
by  the  taxation  of  dogs,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  the 
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General  Assembly,  entitled  ’“Afi  act  for  tlie  taxation 
of  dogs  and  the  protection  of  sheep,"  approved  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  in  addition  to  the  ap- 
plication thereof  for  the  payment  of  losses  sustained 
by  the  destruction  and  damage  to  sheep,  be  applied 
for  the  payment  of  horses,  mules,  cattle  and  swine 
bitten  by  mad  dbg  or  mad  dogs,  and  destroyed  or 
necessary  to  be  destroyed  by  reason  thereof.  Said 
damages  shall  be  ascertained  and  recovered  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  by  sections  three,  four  and 
five  of  the  said  act:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall 
the  value  of  each  horse  or  mule  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  the  value  of  each  head  of  cattle  forty  dollars, 
and  each  head  of  swine  six  dollars. 

Section  2.  All  acts  or  supplements  of  acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  supplement  are 
hereby  repealed:  Provided,  That  this  supplement 

shall  not  repeal  or  affect  the  provision  of  any  special 
law  relating  to  the  same  subject  in  any  county,  town- 
ship, borough  or  city  in  this  Commonwealth. 


AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  “An  act  for  the  taxation  of  dog's  and  the  pro- 
tection of  sheep,”  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three; 
requiring  all  dogs  to  wear  a collar,  to  be  provided  by  the 
owner,  together  with  a tag  to  be  attached  thereto  showing 
payment  of  tax;  imposing  certain  duties  upon  constables,  tax 
coileetors,  and  county  commissioners;  and  providing  for  the 
killing  of  dogs  whose  owners  fail  to  comply  with  this  act  and 
the  act  to  which  this  is  a supplement.  (Approved  June  1, 
1907,  P.  L. , 362.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  hereafter  all 
dogs,  made  taxable  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  a sup- 
plement, shall  be  required  to  wear,  at  all  times,  a sub- 
stantial collar,  to  which  shall  be  attached  the  tag  here- 
inafter mentioned;  said  collar  to  be  furnished  by  the 
owner  of  said  dog  or  dogs;  and  said  tag  to  be  furnish- 
ed by  the  county  commissioners,  and  to  be  paid  for  by 
them,  out  of  the  fund  realized  from  the  taxation  of 
dogs. 

Section  2.  The  county  commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  shall  prepare  and  furnish,  annually,  to  the 
several  tax  collectors  of  the  county  metal  tags,  to  be 
given  by  said  tax  collectors  to  the  owner  of  dogs  when 
said  owner  shall  pay  the  tax  assessed  upon  said  dogs. 
TTpon  one  side  of  said  tags  shall  be  stamped,  in  raised 

l-  ffoys.  fhr>  following  “Dog  tax  for  (naming 

the  year),  paid.” 

Section  3.  At  the  time  of  payment  of  dog  tax  by  the 
owner  of  such  dog.  the  tax  collector  shall  give  to  said 
owner  one  of  said  tags,  prepared  for  the  year  for 
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which  said  ife  paid/  'which-  said  tag  shall  thereupon 
be  attached  to  the  collar  of  the  dog  for  which  said 
tax  was  paid  by  the  owner  of  said  dog. 

Section  1.  Should  the  owner  of  any  dog  or  dogs 
neglect  to  pay  the  tax  assessed  for  said  dog  or  dogs, 
and  to  comply  otherwise  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  during  the  year  for  which  said  tax  is  assessed,  it 
shall  immediately  thereafter  be  the  duty  of  the  proper 
tax  collector  to  give  notice,  either  written  or  verbal, 
to  said  owner  that  if  he  fails  to  pay  said  tax,  and  also 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  three 
of  this  act  as  to  the  collar  and  tag  required  to  be  worn, 
within  ten  days  or  to  kill  his  dog  himself,  within  said 
time,  that  said  dog  will  thereupon  be  killed  by  the  con- 
stable of  the  proper  district. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  default  by  any  such  owner  as 
to  complying  with  the  requirements  of  this  act,  and 
particularly  with  section  four  as  to  payment  of  tax, 
wearing  collar  and  tag,  and  killing  his  said  dog,  it 
shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  tax  collector  of  said 
district,  and  shall  also  be  the  right  and  privilege  of 
any  citizen  of  the  proper  district,  to  notify  the  proper 
constable  of  the  said  district  of  such  failure  and  de- 
fault, and  that  it  thereupon  becomes  the  duty  of  said 
constable  to  kill  said  dog.  And  in  either  case,  it  shall 
thereupon  be  the  duty  of  such  constable  to  kill  all  such 
dogs;  and  for  such  service  said  constable  shall  be  en- 
titled to  receive  for  each  dog  killed  by  him,  from  the 
county  commissioners,  out  of  the  fund  realized  from 
the  taxation  of  dogs,  the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

Section  6.  Every  person  keeping  a dog  or  dogs 
about  his  house  or  premises,  permitting  such  dog  or 
dogs  to  stay  about  his  house  or  premises,  shall  be  ta- 
ken and  deemed  to  be  the  owner  of  such  dog  or  dogs, 
for  all  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ACT 

Providing’  for  necessary  medical  attention  to  needy  persons 
who  may  be  in  danger  of  suffering  from  hydrophobia.  (Ap- 
proved March  31,  1905,  P.  L.,  92;  as  amended  by  Act  of  May 
7,  1907,  P.  L. , 170.) 

■^Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  in  each  and 
every  county  of  this  Commonwealth  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  several  poor-districts, 
in  such  counties,  at  the  expense  of  such  poor-districts, 
respectively,  to  provide  all  persons  who  may  apply  for 
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aid  in  their  said  several  districts,  who  may  be  bitten 
by  dogs  or  other  animals  suffering  from  hydropho- 
bia, or  rabies,  with  the  proper  medical  attention  to 
prevent  the  development  of  the  disease  in  the  person 
or  persons  so  bitten,  which  medical  attention  may  in- 
clude the  treatment  known  as  the  Pasteur  treatment. 

Section  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ACT 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  known  as  rabies,  or 
hydrophobia;  and  to  authorize  the  quarantine,  restraint, 
confinement,  or  muzzling  of  dogs,  during  outbreaks  of  this 
disease;  and  to  empower  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act.  (Approved  March  27, 
1903,  P.  L.,  100.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  whenever  the 
disease  known  as  rabies,  or  hydrophobia,  shall  occur 
among  the  dogs  or  other  animals,  in  any  locality  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  it  is  adjudged  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  that  the  disease  is  spreading,  or 
is  liable  to  be  spread  by  dogs  that  have  been  exposed, 
the  said  Board  may  order  the  quarantine,  restraint, 
confinement,  or  muzzling  of  any  or  all  dogs,  within 
the  limits  of  the  locality  in  which  the  danger  of  infec- 
tion is  deemed  to  exist.  The  authority  hereby  con- 
ferred is  not  to  annul  or  restrict  the  authority  now 
possessed  by  cities  or  boroughs  to  quarantine,  restrain, 
confine,  or  muzzle  dogs,  within  the  limits  of  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions. 

Section  2.  A quarantine,  or  order  to  restrain,  con- 
fine or  muzzle  dogs,  shall  be  operative  when  it  is  ap- 
proved by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  when  a copy  of  it  has 
been  left  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the  owner 
of  the  dog  that  it  is  believed  to  have  been  exposed  to 
rabies,  or  hydrophobia;  or  when  the  notice  or  order  to 
quarantine,  restrain,  confine  or  muzzle  dogs,  has  been 
published  in  each  of  two  papers  in  each  of  the  eoun 
ties  within  which  the  regulation  is  established,  and 
when  printed  notices,  giving  the  text  of  the  regulation 
or  order,  have  been  posted  in  public  places,  in  the 
locality  in  which  the  regulation  or  order  applies. 

Section  3.  Should  dogs  be  permitted  to  run  at  large, 
or  to  escape  from  restraint  or  confinement,  or  to  go 
without  muzzles,  in  violation  of  the  quarantine,  or  reg- 
ulation, or  order,  established  by  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  to  restrict  the  spread  of  rabies,  or  hy- 
drophobia. as  provided  by  this  act,  such  dogs  may  lie 
secured  and  confined,  or  they  may  be  shot  or  otherwise

Section  4.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  of  a quarantine,  or  of  a regulation  or  order 
to  restrain,  confine  or  muzzle  dogs,  duly  established 
by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  restricting  the  spread  of  rabies,  or  hydropho- 
bia, in  the  manner  provided  in  the  other  sections  of 
this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor;  and 
upon  conviction  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 


AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  disease  from  the 
carcasses  of  animals  that  die  of  dangerous  or  virulent  dis- 
eases, or  are  killed  while  afflicted  with  such  disease;  to  pro- 
vide for  the  safe  disposal  or  destruction  of  such  carcasses;  to 
authorize  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  make  regu- 
lations for  the  enforcement  of  this  act;  and  to  provide  penal- 
ties. for  the  violations  of  this  act  and  of  the  regulations  that 
may  be  made  under  it  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 
(Approved  May  2,  1901,  P.  L. , 121.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  when  any  do- 
mestic animal  may  die  of,  or  be  killed  while  afflicted 
with,  an  infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  parasitic  dis- 
ease, adjudged  by  the  Slate  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  be  of  a.  dangerous  or  virulent  character,  and  in  par- 
ticular when  any  domestic  animal  may  die  or  be  killed 
while  it  is  aS flirted  with  any  one  of  the  disc ases  known 
as  anthrax,  black  quarter,  hog  cholera,  swine  plague, 
rabies  or  glanders,  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  ani- 
mals shall  at  once  destroy  or  dispose  of  the  carcass  of 
such  animal  by  one  of  the  methods  herein  provided. 

Section  2.  The  methods  of  destruction  or  disposal 
shall  be  of  a kind  that  will  completely  destroy  or  se- 
curely sequester  the  poison,  germ,  parasite  or  infec- 
tive agent  of  the  disease  with  which  the  animal  was 
afflicted  at  the  time  of  death.  The  following  methods 
of  destruction  or  disposal  shall  be  allowed:  One. 
Complete  burning  or  cremation  of  the  carcass,  and  of 
all  of  its  parts  and  products.  Tn-o.  Boiling  the  car- 
cass and  all  of  its  parts  and  products  in  water,  or  heat- 
ing the  same  with  steam,  at  the  temperature  of  boil- 
ing water,  for  at  least  two  hours.  Three.  Burying 
the  carcass  and  all  of  its  parts  and  products  in  a place 
that  is  not  subject  to  overflow  from  ponds  or  streams, 
that  is  distant  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  from 
any  water  course,  well,  spring,  public  highway  or 
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building  used  as  a liouse  or  stable,  and  in -the  follow- 
ing manner,  to  wit:  The  grave  shall  be  of  such  a 

depth  that  when  the  carcass  and  the  parts  and  pro- 
ducts thereof  are  placed  in  it,  and  the  grave  is  tilled 
with  earth  and  the  top  is  smoothed  to  the  level  of  the 
surrounding  surface,  the  uppermost  part  of  the  car- 
cass and  of  its  parts  and  products  shall  be  completely 
covered;  and,  further,  the  grave  shall  be  so  protected 
that  the  carcass  cannot  be  dug  out  or  exposed  by 
dogs  or  other  animals.  Before  the  carcass  and  its 
parts  and  products  are  covered  with  earth  the}'  shall 
be  covered  with  lime,  to  a depth  of  not  less  than  three 
inches.  Any  other  method  of  destroying  or  dispos- 
ing of  carcasses,  and  of  the  parts  and  products  of 
carcass,  may  be  practiced  that  is  speeificiaily  approved 
by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  3.  If  any  persona  owning  an  animal  that 
dies  while  it  is  afflicted  with  anthrax,  black  quarter, 
hog  cholera,  swine  plague,  rabies  or  glanders,  or  any 
other  infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  parasitic  disease, 
that  is  adjudged  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  to  be  of  a dangerous  or  virulent  character, 
shall,  after  notification  by  any  one,  neglect  within 
twenty-four  hours  to  destroy  or  dispose  of  the  carcass 
and  its  parts  and  products  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  two  of  this  act,  the  said  person  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  convic- 
tion thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.  When  the  carcass  and  products  of  any 
animal  that  died  while  afflicted  with  any  of  the  dis- 
eases specified  in  section  one  of  this  act.  or  of  any 
infectious,  contagious,  germ  or  parasitic  disease,  that 
is  adjudged  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  be  of  a dangerous  or  virulent  character,  is  not  dis- 
posed of  or  destroyed  in  one  of  the  ways  set  forth  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  and  this  fact  shall  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  an  agent  of  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board,  the  board  of  health  of  the  township, 
borough  or  city  in  which  the  death  occurs  or  in  which 
the  carcass  of  the  animal  may  be;  or  when  this  fact 
shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  any  member  of 
such  board  of  health;  or  in  the  event  that  there  is  no 
board  of  health  having  jurisdiction,  when  any  town- 
ship auditor,  of  a township  in  which  such  a carcass 
may  be,  is  notified  of  the  fact;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board, 
or  members  of  a board  of  health,  or  said  health  board, 
or  said  township  auditor,  to  at  once  cause  the  carcass 
and  its  parts  and  products  to  be  disposed  of  or  de- 
stroyed in  accordance  with  the  methods  prescribed  in 
section  two  of  this  act.

The  disposal  or  destruction  of  the  carcass  shall  be 
carried  out  in  a way  that  is  as  economical  as  is  com- 
patible with  efficiency  and  safety,  and  a fuily  itemized 
bill  of  the  expense  incurred  shall  be  drawn  up  by  the 
agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  the 
board  of  health,  or  the  board  of  township  auditors, 
and  forwarded  as  a voucher  to  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board.  If  the  voucher  is  approved  by  said 
board,  it  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  ex- 
penses of  said  board  are  paid:  Provided,  however,  * 

That  no  charge  shall  be  paid  of  more  than  ten  dollars 
for  the  destruction  of  a single  carcass  of  a horse,  mule, 
cow,  bull,  or  ox;  nor  more  than  three  dollars  for  the 
destruction  of  a single  carcass  of  a colt,  calf,  sheep, 
hog,  or  dog. 

Section  5.  The  cost  of  the  destruction  of  the  carcass 
or  carcasses,  as  hereinbefore,  provided,  shall  consti- 
tute a lien  on  the  property  of  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  animals  at  the  time  of  their  death;  and  it  shall  . 
be  the  duty  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to 
attempt  to  recover,  and  if  possible  to  recover,  by  due 
process  of  law,  from  said  owner  or  owners,  the 
amounts  expended  by  it  for  disposing  of  or  destroying 
the  carcasses  of  their  animals,  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  act. 


AN  ACT 

To  encourage  the  repression  of  tuberculosis  of  cattle,  and  to 
provide  for  the  disposition  of  the  carcasses  of  meat -producing 
animals  that  are  infected  with  tuberculosis  to  a degree  tha't 
renders  their  flesh  unfit  for  use  as  food.  (Approved  March 
25,  1903,  P.  L. , 60.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  whenever  it 
conies  to  the  knowledge  of  the  secretary  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  an  agent  of  that  board 
who  is  authorized  to  inspect  animals,  that  a meat-pro- 
ducing animal,  killed  for  food,  was  found  to  be  infected 
with  tuberculosis,  or  with  a disease  resembling  tuber- 
culosis, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  either  himself  or  by 
deputy,  or  of  an  authorized  agent  of  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board,  to  make  an  inspection  of  the 
said  dead  animal  and  its  parts,  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
certaining whether  it  is  or  was  infected  with  tuber- 
culosis, and,  if  infected,  to  what  extent. 

Section  2.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  the  animal,  from 
which  the  carcass  or  meat  came,  was  infected  with 
tuberculosis,  or  other  infectious  disease,  and  to  a de- 
gree that  renders  the  flesh  unfit  for  use  as  food,  the 
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said  dead  animal,  carcass  or  meat,  shall  be  condemned, 
and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  use  of  any  method  that 
is  approved  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 
For  the  guidance  of  inspectors  of  animals  and  meats, 
and  of  agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board, 
rules  for  the  inspection  of  the  carcasses  of  meat-pro- 
ducing animals  may  be  promulgated  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  rules, 
the  rules  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry, that  cover  the  inspection  of  animals  and  car- 
casses for  tuberculosis  in  abattoirs  under  federal  in- 
spection, shall  be  observed. 

Section  3.  When  it  is  decided  by  a meat  inspector, 
approved  in  respect  to  competency  and  reliability  by 
the  secretary  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board, 
or  bj’  a member  or  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  and  certified  by  him  in  writing  on  an 
official  form  that  shall  be  provided  for  this  purpose  by 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  that  the  flesh  of 
a meat-producing  animal  is  unfit  for  use  as  food,  on  ac- 
count of  the  fact  that  the  animal  from  which  it  came 
was  infected  with  tuberculosis  to  an  injurious  degree, 
the  said  meat  or  carcass  may  be  appraised,  by  agree- 
ment between  a member  or  agent  of  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  and  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or, 
if  an  agreement  cannot  be  made,  three  appraisers  shall 
be  appointed,  one  by  the  owner  or  his  agent,  one  by 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  or  its  authorized 
agent,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  appointed,  who 
shall,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  fairly  and  impartially 
appraise  the  meat  or  carcass,  taking  into  consideration 
its  apparent  market  value  at  the  time  of  appraise- 
ment: Provided,  however,  That  such  appraised  valua- 
tion shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  pound,  nor  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  the  entire  carcass. 

Section  4.  The  amount  of  the  agreed  or  appraised 
valuation  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses  of 
said  board  are  paid,  upon  the  presentation  of  satisfac- 
tory certificates  of  condemnation  and  valuation,  and 
satisfactory  evidence  in  writing  that  the  condemned 
animal  has  been  continuously  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania for  not  less  than  four  months  prior  to  slaughter, 
and  that  the  carcass  was  disposed  of  in  a way  that  had 
been  approved  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.

AN  ACT 

To  further  define  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board;  to  prevent  the  spread  of  dangerous,  con- 
tagious or  infectious  diseases  among  domestic  animals;  to 
require  reports  to  be  made  of  the  existence  of  such  diseases; 
to  limit  appraisements  and  payments  for  animals  that  it  may 
be  necessary  to  destroy  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease;  to 
protect  milk  supplies  from  contamination;  to  authorize  co- 
operation with  local  boards  of  health;  and  to  prescribe  penal- 
ties for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  hereof.  (Approved 
March  30,  1905,  P.  L.,  78.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  all  practitioners 
of  veterinary  medicine  in  Pennsylvania  shall,  imme- 
diately upon  gaining  information  thereof,  report  to 
the  secretary  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
the  occurrence  among  animals  of  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing diseases:  glanders,  anthrax,  blackleg,  or  black- 
quarter;  contagious  pleuro  pneumonia,  or  lung  plague 
of  cattle;  rinderpest,  or  cattle  plague;  haemorrhagic 
septicaemia;  foot  and  mouth  disease,  or  aphthous 
fever  of  cattle;  southern  cattle  fever,  or  Texas  fever; 
sheep  scab;  mange  of  cattle  or  horses;  hog  cholera, 
or  swine  plague;  rabies,  or  hydrophobia;  maladie  de 
coit,  or  eldurine,  of  horses;  advanced  or  generalized  tu- 
berculosis or  tuberculosis  of  the  udder;  or  any  other 
disease  adjudged  and  proclaimed  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  to  be  of  a dangerously  infec- 
tious or  virulent  character. 

The  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  shall 
include  a description  of  the  diseased  animal  or  ani- 
mals, the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  of  the  animal,  if  known,  and  a statement  as  to 
the  location  of  the  animal. 

Section  2.  No  person  who  has  knowledge  of  ike  ex- 
istence of  any  one  of  the  diseases  enumerated  in  Sec- 
tion one  of  this  act,  or  of  an  animal  afflicted  with  any 
one  of  the  said  diseases,  or  with  any  other  disease  ad- 
judged and  proclaimed  by  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board  to  be  of  a dangerously  infectious  or  viru- 
lent character,  shall  conceal  or  attempt  to  conceal 
such  diseased  animal,  or  knowledge  of  such  diseased 
animal,  from  a member  or  agent  of  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  mo\.e  upon  or 
across  any  public  highway;  or  to  expose,  to  contact 
with  other  animals  of  the  same  species,  or  in  any 
public  place,  any  animal  known  to  be  afflicted  with 
any  one  of  the  diseases  enumerated  in  section  one  of 
this  act,  or  with  any  other  disease  adjudged  and 
proclaimed  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
to  be  of  a dangerously  infectious  or  virulent  char- 
acter, except  upon  specific  permission  so  to  do,  from 
a member  or  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board. 
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Section  4.  No  person  shall  inject  into,  or  otherwise 
administer  to,  anv  domestic  animal  that  is  producing, 
or  that  is  intended  to,  or  that  may,  produce 
human  food.  or  that  is  to  be  used  as  food  for  man,  any 
virus  or  other  substance  containing  pathogenic  or  dis- 
ease-producing germs,  of  a kind  that  is  virulent  for 
man  or  for  animals,  excepting  upon  specific  permis- 
sion so  to  do,  from  a member  or  authorized  agent  of 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board:  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the 
use  of  calves  or  other  cattle  for  the  production  of 
vaccine,  against  smallpox. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  limit  of  appraisement  that 
shall  hereafter  be  allowed  for  animals  that  it  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  necessary  to  destroy,  to  prevent  the 
further  spread  of  a dangerous,  contagious  or  infec- 
tious disease,  shall  be  as  follows:  For  a horse  or  mule, 
forty  dollars;  for  a bovine  animal,  of  pure  breed  or 
registered  stock,  fifty  dollars;  for  a bovine  animal,  of 
grade  or  common  stock,  twenty-five  dollars;  for  a 
sheep  or  pig,  ten  dollars:  Provided,  however,  That  the 
amount  of  appraisement  shall  not,  in  any  case,  exceed 
three-fourths  of  the  actual  value  of  the  animal  at  the 
lime  of  appraisement:  And  provided  further,  That  the 
total  appraisements,  in  any  one  year,  shall  not  exceed 
thirty-five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  6.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board 
may  cooperate  with  any  local  Board  of  Health,  in 
accordance  with  rules  and  regulations,  and  upon  such 
terms  of  cooperation  as  may  mutually  be  agreed  upon, 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  condition  of  dairy 
herds  and  of  milk,  supplies,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  such  milk  supplies  from  contamination; 
and  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may  under- 
take, so  far  as  possible,  to  bear  one-half  of  the  cost 
of  such  examinations  as  are  made,  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  said  local  Board  of  Health, 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  from  contamination  milk 
produced  to  be  sold  within  the  field  of  jurisdiction 
of  said  local  Board  of  Health. 

Section  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misde- 
meanor. and,  upon  conviction  before  any  alderman, 
magistrate,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  shall  be  sentenced 
to  pay  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  and  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence,  together  with  all  the  costs  of  the  prosecution; 
and,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  said  fine  and  costs, 
shall  stand  committed  until  the  same  are  paid.  All 
penalties  and  costs  recovered  for  the  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the  sec- 
retary of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  or  to 
an  authorized  agent  of  said  Board,  and  by  him  be  im- 
mediately covered  into  the  State  Treasury.

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Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  June  first,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  live,  and  all  acts  or  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  ACT 

To  protect  the  public  health  by  providing  for  the  prevention 
of  the  preparation  and  sale  of  meat  and  food  products  which 
are  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  and  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  food;  defining  what  shall  be  regarded  as  meat  and 
meat  food  products;  authorizing  the  appointment  and  com- 
pensation of  local  meat  inspectors;  authorizing  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  its  enforcement,  and 
to  appoint  agents  to  assist  in  its  enforcement;  and  to  pro- 
vide penalties  for  the  violation  or  perversion  hereof.  (Ap- 
proved May  25,  1907,  P.  L.,  234.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  organize 
and  to  administer,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  a service  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
consumers  of  meats  from  injury  by  disease,  contami- 
nated, putrid,  or  otherwise  unsound,  unhealthful,  or 
unwholesome  meats  or  meat  food  products,  untit  for 
human  consumption.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  shall  formulate  and  promulgate  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  disposal  of  the  carcasses  of  diseased 
animals.  So  far  as  they  are  applicable  and  are  ap- 
proved, the  meat  inspection  regulations  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  may  be  adopted  and 
promulgated  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  2.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any 
officer  or  agent  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
shall  sell,  offer  for  sale,  expose  with  intent  to  sell,  or 
prepare  for  use  as  human  food,  any  meat  or  meat 
product  from  an  animal  that  is  in  such  condition  that 
its  flesh  is  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or  oth- 
erwise unfit  for  human  food.  Nor  shall  any  unsound, 
unhealthful,  or  unwholesome  meat  or  meat  product  be 
sold,  or  offered  for  sale,  or  exposed  with  intent  to  sell, 
for  use  as  human  food,  or  be  manufactured  or  prepared 
for  use  as  human  food. 

The  terms  meats  and  meat  food  products,  wherever 
used  in  this  act,  shall  include  and  apply  to  all  car- 
casses, or  parts  of  carcasses,  of  cattle,  sheep,  swine, 
and  goats,  and  the  meat  or  meat  food  products  there- 
of. 

Section  3.  The  owners,  lessees,  occupiers,  or  mana- 
gers of  all  abattoirs,  slaughtering,  packing,  butcher- 
ing, meat-canning,  meat  manufacturing  or  rendering 
establishments  and  of  places  or  vehicles  where  meat 
is  prepared,  stored,  sold,  or  transported,  shall  keep 
such  establishments,  places,  and  vehicles  in  a whole- 
some, clean  and  sanitary  condition. 
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Section  4.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  appoint  ten  persons  to  serve  as  agents 
to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  Such  agents  shall  have  knowledge  of  the  diseases 
of  meat  producing  animals,  and  shall  be  versed  in  the 
conditions  that  affect  the  soundness,  healthfulness, 
and  wholesomeness  of  animal  food  products.  An  ap- 
propriate standard  of  fitness  for  appointees  to  these 
offices  shall  be  established  and  maintained  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  5.  Agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board,  as  provided  for  in  section  four  of  this  act,  shall 
receive  a salary  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars 
per  year,  and  their  actual  necessary  traveling  ex- 
penses while  engaged  in  the  proper  duties  of  their 
office:  Provided,  however,  That  such  expenses  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  per  month. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  agents  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  as  provided  in  this  act,  to 
perform  such  services  prescribed  by  this  act  as  may  be 
imposed  by  authority  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board.  Such  agents  are  authorized,  without  let  or 
hindrance,  to  enter  upon  any  premises,  or  to  enter  any 
place,  building,  vehicle,  or  vessel,  used  for  the  storage, 
preparation,  or  transportation  of  animals  or  their 
products,  and  to  examine,  in  any  way  that  may  be  nec- 
essary, any  animals,  meats,  or  meat  food  product  there 
found,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such 
animals,  meats,  or  meat  food  products  are,  or  may  be 
made  into,  sound,  wholesome,  and  healthful  human 
food.  Animals,  carcasses,  or  parts  thereof,  that  are 
unsound,  unhealthful.  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  food,  shall  be  rejected  or  condemned,  and 
said  animals,  carcasses,  or  parts  or  products  thereof, 
shall  be  treated  and  disposed  of  in  such  a way  that 
they  cannot  be  used  as  human  food,  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  rules  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agents  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  as  provided  by  this 
act,  to  make  examinations  of  slaughtering,  packing, 
meat-canning,  rendering,  or  similar  establishments, 
and  of  places  where  meats  or  meat  food  products  are 
manufactured,  prepared,  stored,  or  sold,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  whether  the  said  establishments 
or  places  are  constructed,  arranged,  equipped,  man- 
aged, or  cared  for  in  such  a way  as  injur- 
iously to  affect  the  soundness,  healthfulness, 
or  wholesomeness,  or  otherwise  to  render  un- 
fit for  human  food,  the  meats  or  meat  food 
products  therein  prepared,  stored,  or  sold.  In 
case  the  establishment,  or  the  manner  in  which  it  is 
arranged,  equipped,  managed,  or  cared  for,  shall  be 
found  to  be  defective  in  such  particulars  as  to  make 
it  probable  that,  by  virtue  of  such  defect  or  defects, 
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the  meats  or  meat  food  products  may  be  rendered  un- 
sound, unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  food,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  to  notify  the  owner, 
occupier,  or  manager  thereof  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
particular  defects  founds  and  report  the  same  to  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  The  said  Board  shall 
thereupon  send  to  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  of 
the  defective  establishment  or  place  a notice,  in  writ- 
ing, in  which  the  defect  or  defects  shall  be  described; 
and  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  shall  thereupon, 
within  reasonable  time,  remedy,  remove,  or  abolish  the 
said  defects.  In  the  case  that  a defect  in  respect  to  the 
construction,  arrangement,  equipment,  management, 
or  care  of  a slaughtering,  packing,  meat-canning,  ren- 
dering, or  similar  establishment,  or  of  a place  where 
meat  or  meat  food  products  are  manufactured,  pre- 
pared, stored,  or  sold,  deemed  by  the  State  Livestock 
Sanitary  Board  to  be  of  such 'a  nature  as  to  render  it 
probable  that  the  meat  or  meat  food  products  therein 
prepared,  stored,  or  sold  may,  by  virtue  of  said  defect, 
be  rendered  unsound,  unhealthful,  or  unwholesome, 
or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  is  not  removed  or 
abolished  within  reasonable  time,  to  be  designated  by 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  after  notice  from 
the  said  Board,  the  said  establishment  or  place  may  be 
closed;  and  the  owner,  occupier,  or  manager  thereof, 
and  all  other  persons,  are  forbidden  to  nse  the  said  es- 
tablishment or  place  for  the  preparation,  storage,  or 
sale  of  meats  or  meat  food  products  until  the  said 
defect  is  remedied,  removed,  or  abolished  in  a way 
that  is  approved  by  an  authorized  agent  of  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  S.  All  cities  and  boroughs,  and  all  townships 
of  the  first  class,  are  authorized  and  empowered  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  local  meat-inspectors, 
as  may  be  required,  and  to  fix  their  compensation, 
which  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  city,  bor- 
ough. or  township  of  the  first  class.  The  qualifications 
of  such  local  meat-inspectors  shall  be  certified  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  they  shall  have 
the  same  authority  and  duties  as  are,  by  this  act,  con- 
ferred on  agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations.  Such  certificates  of  qualification  may  be 
withdrawn  or  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board,  for  incompetency  or  neglect  of 
duty.  Local  meat-inspectors  shall  have  jurisdiction 
only  within  the  limits  of  the  city  or  borough,  or  town- 
ship of  the  first  class,  by  and  for  which  they  are 
appointed.  Such  local  meat-inspectors  shall  not  be 
governed  by  ordinances,  rules,  or  regulations  that  are 
incompatible  with,  or  that  conflict  with,  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  with  the  rules  or  regulations  for  the  guid- 
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ance  of  its  agents,  approved  and  promulgated  by  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  9.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  adopt,  not  Local  agents, 
imcompatible  with  the  acts  of  Assembly  or  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth,  appoint  local  agents  to 
examine  the  animals,  carcasses,  meats,  and  meat  food  stamping  or 
products,  used,  prepared,  or  stored  in  local  slaughter-  marking, 
ing,  packing,  canning,  rendering,  or  similar  establish- 
ments, and  to  affix  an  approved  stamp  or  mark  to  the 
meats  and  meat  food  products  that  are  found  to  be 
sound,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  fit  for  human  food. 

The  meats  and  meat  food  products  that  are  found  to  Disposmon^of  un 
be  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise 
unfit  for  human  food,  shall  be  rejected  or  condemned, 
and  disposed  of  so  that  they  cannot  be  used  for  human 
food,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board.  Such 
agents- shall  report  to,  and  they  may  be  transferred 
or  dismissed  by,  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

They  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 

to  the  regulations  governing  and  for  the  guidance  of  compens^uon  of 

agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

The  funds  for  the  compensation  of  such  local  agents 
as  are  provided  for  in  this  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  owner  or  manager  of  the  establish- 
ment  that  such  agent  is  appointed  to  oversee,  and  ment. 
upon  whose  request  this  form  of  inspection  is  estab- 
lished. The  funds  for  the  payment  of  such  local 
agents  shall  be  deposited  by  the  owner  or  manager 
of  such  establishment,  to  his  own  credit,  in  some  bank 
or  trust  company  to  be  designated  by  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board;  and  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the 
cheque  of  such  owner  or  manager,  payable  to  the  order 
of  the  local  agent  entitled  to  compensation,  after  the 
bill  of  such  local  agent  for  services  has  been  approved 
by  authority  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  Provlso- 
and  the  cheque,  so  drawn  for  said  compensation,  has 
been  approved  by  authority  of  said  Board:  Provided,  Appointment. 
That  such  agents  as  are  provided  for  by  this  section  of 
this  act  shall  be  appointed  only  upon  request  of  the  UnitedStates. 
persons  or  firms  who  agree  to  meet  such  expense.  Em-  A^eunure.  °£ 
ployes  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, engaged  in  the  inspection  of  animals,  meats,  and 
meat  food  products,  may  be  appointed  agents  of  the 
State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  be  clothed  with 
the  powers  of  such  agents:  Provided,  however,  That 
such  employes  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  shall  receive  no  pay  or  compensation  for 
such  service  as  agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board. 

Section  10.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  Use  of  Board’s 
shall  make  arrangements  for  cooperation  between  the  laboratory- 
laboratory  of  the  Board  and  those  engaged  in  the  ex- 
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animation  and  inspection  of  meat  producing  animals 
and  meats,  so  that  unusual  or  difficult  diseases  and  con- 
ditions may  be  scientifically  studied  and  accurately 
diagnosed  for  the  benefit  of  the  meat  inspection  ser- 
vice. 

Section  11.  The  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  may, 
from  time  to  time,  make  such  regulations  for  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  its 
provisions  into  force  and  effect,  and,  so  far  as  is  com- 
patible with  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  plans,  regula- 
tions, and  methods  of  the  meat-inspection  service  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
constitute  the  standard  to  be  adopted  and  followed. 
And  the  njeat-inspection  work  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be  repeated  or 
duplicated  by  the  agents  of  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  nor  by  local  meat-inspectors:  Provided, 
That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  ani- 
mals slaughtered  by  any  farmer  on  the  farm,  and  sold 
or  transported  to  market  as  meat  or  meat  food  pro- 
ducts; nor  to  retail  butchers  and  retail  dealers  in  meat 
or  meat  food  products,  supplying  their  customers.  But 
this  proviso  shall  not  prevent  agents  of  the  State  Live- 
stock Sanitary  Board  or  local  meat-inspectors  from 
inspecting  such  premises,  animals,  meats,  or  meat  food 
products,  at  any  time.  And  if  any  such  person  shall 
sell,  or  offer  for  sale  or  transportation,  any  meat  or 
meat  food  products  which  are  diseased,  unsound,  un- 
healthful, unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human 
food,  knowing  that  such  meat  food  products  are  in- 
tended for  human  consumption,  or  shall  keep  his  estab- 
lishment, salesplace,  or  vehicle  in  unsanitary  condi- 
tion, after  official  notice  being  served,  he  shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

Section  12.  No  person  shall  make,  duplicate,  repro- 
duce, forge,  or  counterfeit  any  stamp,  certificate,  mark, 
or  emblem  used  or  authorized  to  be  used  by  the  State 
Livestock  Sanitary  Board  for  marking  or  designating 
animals,  carcasses,  meats,  or  meat  food  products  that 
have  been  approved  or  condemned;  and  no  such  stamp, 
certificate,  mark,  or  emblem,  used  or  authorized  to  be 
used  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  -shall  be 
used  or  employed  without  specific  authority  so  to  do 
from  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  13.  Any  agent  of  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  or  any  local  meat-inspector  appointed  by 
authority  of  the  said  Board,  or  any  local  meat-inspec- 
tor appointed  by  any  city,  borough,  or  township  of  the 
first  class,  who  shall  pass  or  approve  any  meat  or  meat 
food  product  that  is  unsound,  unhealthful,  unwhole- 
some, or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  or  who  shall 
fail  to  perform  his  duties  as  prescribed  by  this  act,  or 
who  shall  accept  any  money,  gift  or  other  thing  of 
value  from  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  officers, 
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agents  or  employes  thereof,  given  with  intent  to  in- 
fluence his  official  action,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  .of 
a misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be  summarily  discharged  from  office,  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any  agent  or 
employe  of  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  who  shall 
give,  pay,  or  offer,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any  agent, 
officer,  or  inspector  authorized  to  perform  any  of  the 
duties  prescribed  by  this  act,  or  by  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  any 
money  or  other  thing  of  value,  with  intent  to  influence 
said  agent,  officer,  or  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  any 
duty  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

If  any  person  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  offer 
for  transportation  to  market,  any  meat  or  meat  food 
product  which  is  diseased,  unsound,  unhealthful,  un- 
wholesome, or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  know- 
ing that  such  meat  or  meat  food  product  is  intended 
for  human  consumption,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  a period  not  exceeding  one  year, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  or  any  officer  or 
agent  of  such  firm  or  corporation,  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  14.  All  fines  and  penalties  arising  from 
violations  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  paid  to  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and 
shall  be  immediately  paid  by  said  Board  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 


AN  ACT 

To  encourage  the  breeding  of  horses;  to  regulate  the  public  ser- 
vice of  stallions;  to  require  the  registration  of  stallions;  and 
to,  provide  for  the  enforcement  thereof.  (Approved  April  25, 
1907,  P.  L,.,  114.) 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  every  person, 
firm,  or  company  standing  or  travelling  any  stallion 
for  breeding  purposes,  in  this  State,  shall  cause  the 
name,  description,  and  pedigree  of  such  stallion  to  be 
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enrolled  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and 
procure  a certificate  of  such  enrollment  from  said 
Board,  which  shall  thereupon  be  presented  to  and  re- 
corded by  the  prothonotary  of  the  county  or  counties 
in  which  said  stallion  is  used  for  public  service. 

Section  2.  In  order  to  obtain  the  license  certificate 
herein  provided  for,  the  owner  of  such  stallion  shall 
file  a certificate  of  soundness,  signed  by  a duly  quali- 
fied veterinarian,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  he  may  make  oath 
before  a notary  public  that,  after  diligent  inquiry, 
such  stallion  is,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  free  from 
hereditary,  contagious,  or  transmissible  unsoundness 
or  disease,  and  shall  forward  this  veterinarian’s  cer- 
tificate, or  his  affidavit,  together  with  the  stud-book 
certificate  qf  registry  of  the  pedigree  of  the  said  stal- 
lion, and  any  other  documents  that  may  be  necessary 
to  define  and  describe  his  breeding  and  ownership,  to 
the  State  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

Section  3.  The  officers  of  the  State  Livestock  Sani- 
tary Board,  whose  duties  it  shall  be  to  examine  and 
pass  upon  the  merits  of  each  pedigree  submitted,  shall 
use  as  their  standard  for  action  the  stud-books  and 
signatures  of  the  duly  authorized  presidents  and  sec- 
retaries, respectively,  of  the  various  horse  pedigree 
registry  associations, societies  or  companies  recognized 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture;  and 
shall  accept  as  pure  bred,  and  entitled  to  license  cer- 
tificate as  such,  each  stallion  for  which  a pedigree 
registry  certificate  is  furnished,  bearing  the  signature 
of  the  president  and  secretary  of  a stud-book  recog- 
nized and  approved  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Section  4.  Stallions  afflicted  with  hereditary,  con- 
tagious, or  transmissible  unsoundness  or  disease  may 
be  refused  license  by  the  State  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board;  and  when  license  is  so  refused,  the  said  stallion 
shall  not  be  used  for  public  service  for  profit  or  gain 
in  this  State:  Provided,  however.  That  a license  may 
be  refused,  under  this  section,  only  when  it  is  certified 
to  the  Board  by  the  State  Veterinarian  that  the  stal- 
lion in  question  is  afflicted  with  an  hereditary,  conta- 
gious, or  transmissible  unsoundness  or  disease  of  such 
a nature,  or  that  the  abnormal  condition  is  accompa- 
nied by  such  a defect  of  conformation,  as  to  render 
it  probable  that  the  progeny  of  the  said  stallion  will 
be  especially  liable  to  said  unsoundness  or  disease. 
Blemishes  and  deformities  due  to  accidents  shall  not 
be  regarded  as  unsoundness,  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act. 

Section  5.  The  owner  of  each  stallion  standing  for 
public  service  in  this  State  shall  post,  and  keep  affixed 
during  the  entire  breeding  season,  copies  of  the  license 
certificate  of  such  stallion,  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  the  next  succeeding  section,  in  a conspicuous  place 
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both  within  and  upon  the  outside  of  the  main  door 
leading  into  any  stable  or  building  wfhere  the  said 
stallion  stands  for  public  service. 

Section  6.  The  license  certificate  issued  for  a stallion

Section  7.  Every  bill,  poster,  or  advertisement  is- 
sued by  tbe  owner  of  any  stallion  enrolled  under  tliis 
act,  or  used  by  liirn  for  advertising  such  stallion,  shall 
contain  a copy  of  its  certificate  of  enrollment.
